Lead Poisoning trom Cider. 


The London Lancet says 
drank in moderation, 1s a 
well asa refreshring beverage; 
have no wish to sce it replaced by beer in 
the agricultural districts, But 
its manufacture be so conducted as to pre- 
vent its takin, tho 
the frequent occasioning of colic among its 
drinkers? In Herefordshire Mr. Lingen 
told the Commissioners on the Employ- 
ment of Women and Childrea in 
tural Labour, that Iead poisoning of a very 
grave character is of frequent .occurrence, 
and clearly traceable to the presence of 
lead in the cider for which the county is 
famous. When the millin which the ap 
ples are crushed’ has been repaired with 
metallic lead, or when old casks have been 
éxtensively lined with sedge und white 
lead, the acid of the apple juice or of the 
cider itself will take up the lead in such 
quantities as to affect the drinker of the 
beverage with paralysis of the wrists and 
hands of the most stubborn kind. Again 
+ the’same'contamination produces the like 
results when lead pipes instead of zinc ones 
aye been used to convey cider to the taps 
in public houses, especially when: the cider 
is allowed to remain long in the pipes.”

Fruit Garden. 


Those who have oaly a limited space 
must plant their fruits aud vegetables as | 
they bestaan; but where circumstances 
will admit of it, by .all means have 
separate garden for small fruits and dwart 
and other trees of small growth.
